The protector's wife's order of eating 


and mealtimes were thus regulated. 
First of all at the ringing of a bell dii-'ed 
tho halberdiers, or men of tho guard, 
with tho inferior officers. 
Then the 


same bell rang again and the steward' 
table was set for the better sort of those 
that waited on their highnesses—ten of 
whom were apportioned to a table or 
mess, one of which was chosen by them- 
selves every week for steward, and he 
gave the clerk of tho kitchen the bill of 
fare, as was agreed upon generally every 
morning. To these ten men and what 
friends should casually come to visit 
horn the value of 10 shillings, in what 
iesh or fish soever they would have, 
with a bottle of sack and two of claret, 
was appointed. Suppers they had none,, 
eggs or some slaps (?) contenting Crom- 
well and her ladyship, and to his exem- 
plar all was conformed. In lieu thereof 
for tho family there was constantly 
boiled eight stonf ot beef early m the 
morning, to keep her retainers m heart 
and in earnest of a dinner, the broth 
whereof and all the scraps and rehques 
of dinner were alternately gh en to the 
poor of St. Maigaret's, Westminster and 
St. Martin's m tho Fields. 


Quo of tho earliest lives of the pro 


tector, "The Perfect Politician," states 
that lie gave a public dinner "every 
Monday in the week to all the officers of 
tho aimy not below a captain, where ho 
nsed to dine with him. A table was 
likewise spread every day of tho week 
for such officers as should casually come 
to tho court." Occasionally there were 
solemn entertainments to a foreign em- 
bassaclor or some public body.—Coriihill

President McKinley, though -he may 


b9 as variable ?.a the wind on the mon- 
etary and Cuban questions, is very 
much demoted to'his friend Hanna and 
the doubt as to Hanna'a election, to 
the Senate in Ohio is causing much" 
distress in the executive bosom. Last 
Monday the preas bureau at Washing- 
ton sent to several papers in Ohio an 
article headed "A Plot to Defeat 
Banna." It appears that Major Dick, 
the gentleman who hired delegates to 
the Ohio Populist State Convention to. 
msko anti-fusion speeches and nomi- 
nate Coxey !or Governor, received con- 
vincing information that ex-Chairman 
Kurtz of the Republican. State Com- 
mittee had enough Republican and 
Democratic votes pledged to defeat 
Hanna, eight Republicans being in the 
combination. This aroused the A'd- 
ininistration at Washington and the 
plot-to-defeat-Hanna ."article .was im-< 
medially prepared and sent to the 
leading Republican papers in Ohio for 
publication.. The article says, among 
other things, that tHe^d'efeat of; Hanna 
means the loss of the State for the Re- 
publicans for many.* years, and, there- 
fore, the defeat of Kurtz's friend For- 
p.ker, when his term expires. It also 
says that the Senatorship is the sub- 
ject of frequent conversation on the 
part of the President, in which his anx- 
iety for the eleotion of Hanna it. clear- 
ly indicated, both by reason of per- 
sonal friendship and because he recog- 
nizes that the defeat.of Jti anna would 
be an attack upon the Administration. 


The State of Ohio gave McKinley a 


plurality of 47,467 in 1896. A year 
later M. A. Hanna, who was recognized 
as McKinley's trainer and coacher and 
who collected $16.000,000 from the 
trusts and combines to purchase votes 
to elect him, was a candidate for elec- 
to the United States Senate. In 1897 
the Republicans had a majority ot 25 
in the Senate and a majority of 62-in 
tho House. In the next Legislature, 
with Hanna a candidate for Senator, 
the Senate will have a Democratic ma- 
jority and tba House will be very near 
a tie.

Telephones In Bed. 


One of the most ingenious" applica- 


tions of the telephone is the portable 
form, which is known as the portable 
hospital telephone. .Ita particular use 
is to" enable .'people in a sickroom in 
which an" infections' disease is being 
nursed to communicative with the peo- 
ple in the rest of the house. 


In hospitals this simple adaptation of 


the telephone to the requirements of the 
situation will be found invaluable, but 
an even greater field for its utility, will 
be the private house. 


The irksomenass of having- some of 


the infectious diseases in a mild form is 
multiplied tenfold by the enforced so- 
clusiou. of the patient, who is suddenly 
.cut off .from intercourse with the rest 
'of the family. Now, by the more ad- 
dition of., this little instrument to the 
furniture of the apartment, it is possi- 
ble for a sick person to keep up a con- 
versation with -any member of tho rest 
of tho family, and in this way tho te- 
dium which is inseparable from the 
compulsory isolation nmy be relieved. 


Furthermore, the , nurse will by its 


meaus bo, saved a good many journeys, 
evert in nouiufcctious cases, for she can 
ask for things to be brought to her at 
odd .times which in the -ordinary 
course she would havo to go for, or at 
least ring a bell and have some one 
come to' tho door- to ask what, she", re- 
quired.

Two hundred and forty-nine mar- 


riage?, 172 births aud 296 deaths have 
been entered on the records at tbe Ba- 
corder'e office from January 1,1895, to 
the present date, three full yenra lack- 
ing three days. 
Taking the figures as 


a whole they do not indicate as correct 
u record as there should be. 
For in- 


stance, take the marriages. _ With the 
boom Reno has had in this line, owing 
to tbe law governing divorced people 
in California, for the past year the 
record ought certainly to have ex- 
oesded the number given above. How- 
evgr tbe scarcity of money and ths ex- 
isting conditions may have tho same 
effect on tho matrimonial business 
that it has on other industries. De- 
ducting the transient marriages as 
they might be termed from the num- 
ber given would leave the local hap- 
penings of a like nature at le?a than 
200, 
or an average of about sixty a 


year. 
For a thriving community of 


5,000 souls this seems like a email num- 
ber. 


In the matter of birUis.ouly 172 or an 


average of fifty-six are recorded per 
year. The law requires that every birth 
shall be recorded, but

figures indicate that the law is net 
strictly adhered to on tho part of those 
present or directly interested in euch 
notable events.
